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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant has based all of the arguments on what 
Lehman fails to teach of the claimed invention. However, the rejection is based on a combination-AAPA and Lehman--in a 103 rejection. 
AAPA is considered to teach the basic concept of first and second substrates having microcomponents thereon that must be aligned in a 
frontside-to-backside arrangement. Lehman teaches a method of accurately aligning first and second substrates (25 and 19 in Figure 2a 
of Lehman) using a third aligning substrate (20 in Figure 2a of Lehman). It is not required that Lehman explicitly teach the 
microcomponents, since AAPA is considered to teach this arrangement (and applicant has never traversed this contention). The 
motivation for the combination of AAPA with Lehman is noted in the FINAL rejection, and the combination is still deemed proper.
